The New York 
Herald makes the very sensible sug- 
gestion that every town in the tor- 
nado districts ought to be provided 
with a glycerine barometer. 
The 


instrument consists of a copper cis- 
tern abont the size of an ordinary 
water pail. To this is joined a com- 
position metal tube rising about 24 
feet, and furnished at the top with a 
gun-metal socket, into which is ce- 
mented a glass tube four feet long 
and one, inch diameter. The tnbe is 
filled with glycerine, colored red with 
aniline, and the variations of the air 
pressure are shown by variations in 
the height of the glycerine in the 
tnbe exactly as ordinary barometers. 
The particular advantage of this in- 
strument over the mercurial barom- 
eter is in its greater sensitiveness to 
variations of air pressure and the 
ease with which the changes may be 
noted, for this one gives inches

President Campbell's lecture at the 


Christian church last night was purely 
scientific. The subject was "The Origin 
of Man." 
He commenced by quoting 


Pope: 
' 


"Know then thyself, presume not God to scorn; 


The proper study of mankind ia man;" . 
Mathematics is the science ot truth, 


and yet the first point in mathematics. is 
assumed. A point is something that has 
neither length* breadth nor thickness. 
This point being opened the truth of 
mathematics is demonstrated. The lac- 
tors of humanity are three: 1st, history; 
2d, nature; 3d revelation. History, sacred 
and profane, is the portrait gallery of hu- 
manity. The babe is the most helpless 
creature born into life. That babe at the 
age of 40 years has made a history and 
has. developed into one of the noblest 
beings of God's universe, or perhaps into 
one of the most ignoble. Skeptics nse 
only two. factors in their search for the 
origin of man, history and nature. Leav- 
ing out the third factor, they have never 
found the. missing link and never: will 
find it. Moses was a scientist, and like 
all other scientists he makes anjiesump- 
tioa." He assumes a God. He offers no 
proof, neither does any prophet, apostle, 
nor Jesus himself otter any proof that 
God exists. In brief his lecture was a 
little like solving an algebraic problem- 
assuming an unknown quantity to find an 
.unknown quantity.
